Boston, Sept: 11.—The course of the 
Wheat market during the past week was 
Bgain unsatisfactory. No new features of 
importance were developed, and the old 
ones failed to have any material effect on 
the situation. : 

The speculative markets have ruled 
fairly active, and the. volume of transac- 
tions at Chicago and elsewhere showed 
some increase in the aggregate over im- 
mediate preceding weeks, 

The prevailing sentiment, however, was 
bearish, and any small improvement in 
prices has generally been followed-by a 
greater decline. 

The dethand for wheat for legitimate 
uses has at no. time been active. Home 
buyers are still holding off and exporters 
are indifferent purchasers, Still the ship- 
ments for the week’ reached the good total: 
of 2,26 ',00) bushels, an increase of 400,000 
bushels over the previous week's figures, 

.The lowest prices of the season were 
touched during the week, but within a 
day or two there has been a little better 
tone reported, though itis not of sufficient 
strength to keep the “market even steady: 

Large receipts of wheat in the north- 
‘west have had the most influence ‘in  de- 
termining prices of late. or two" days of

Other weakening influences were found 
in the increasing visible supply, the mod- 
-erate home demand and the depressed 
condition of Continental markets.

LIGHTNING’S WORK, 


Craighead & Kintz Factory at Ballardvale 
Almost Destroyed Mowday Night, 
Barn in the Holt District 
Kurned Down, 


Whien the sharp chain lightning, fole 
lowed immediately by heavy thunde 
Monday evening. about 9 o'clock, had’ 
passed, several ‘persons standing tear a 
store in the centre of town, exclaimed 
| ‘That has struck somewhere.” }{ wis 
not many minutes after that, when a tel. 
ephone message announced that the 
Craighead & Kintz factory at Ballard vale 
had been struck by lightning and that a 
big conflagration was in progress, and 
also asking for help from the loc 
pan. 

The peals of the fire bell were soon 
heard, and a large crowd quickly gath. 
ered, The firemen came together rapidly 
and soon the apparatus was on the way 
to the scene. In just thirteen minutes 
after the alarm, the Andover hose wagon 
was there, and the steamer and ladder 
truck followed soon after. Later, the 
former Ballardvale steamer, which is 
stored in the engine house here, was 
| called into service. 

The lightning struck the roof of the 
main building, which is a Jarge’ three. 
“story stone structure, and ina short time 
the upper front half was a bright blaze, 
It - broke out first aboutin the centre and 
rapidly spread toward the front, the 
flames. buwing kindled by the excelsior, 
| paper, and. other packing, materials jn 
the third story, ; 7 ; 

The local ‘hose * company responded 
promptly and soon had streams on the 
blaze, but they made but little impres- 
| sion on the now fiercely raging’ flames, 
It was a commonly ‘expressed opinion, 
however, that with better management 
at the beginning, the fire might have 
| been confined to the front part of the 

building, but that is doubtful, as the 
condition of the woodwork and the 
material in the upper story only served ~ 
as feeders for the devouring flames 

With the arrival of the Andover ap- 
paratus several more sireams were soon 
pouring on- water, the engines being 
stationed atthe bridge on the Shawsheen, 
By this time nearly the whole roof and 
upper story were a seething mass of 
flames.and the fire was beginning to eat 
its way down into the lower floors. The 
| firemen fought the best they knew how, 
| but it was now evident that in spite of 
their efforts they could not save-the in- 
terior of the building from being almost 
entirely gutted. They, however, worked 
on to prevent the fire from spreading to 
other ‘buildings and from burning the 
engine house, which is situated at the 
| north end of the main building, and 
| which was furnishing power for addition- 
al streams. aie 

They were successful and thé fire was 
confined to the one building, which, with 
the exception of the outer walls will be 
an almost total loss. 

Mr. Dimon, manager of the concern, 
| who bas been spending the summer in 
Ballardvale, was ‘early at the scene. . He 
stated that on a rongh estimate there 
were $18,000 of manufactured goods in 
the building, and that $4000 worth were 
to have been shippéd Monday, but were 
| delayed, They were all in the upper 
| story, and were a total loss. He could 
not state the amount of~insurance, but 
) said it was partially covered. ‘Tlie total 
loss is estimated at about. $50,000. 

The fire lighted up the country for 
miles around and made a splendid scene. 

This building, which is known as the 
old tile factorywe has stood. there, for 
| about fifty years, being erected about 
1847. It was first used as locomotive 
works. It later becamearubber factory, 
a file shop and finally after laying idle 
for some time passed into the hands of 
the Craighead & Kintz Company.

District Attorney Harris of Norfolk 

county issued yesterday the order for tho 
autopsy to Medical- Examiner Gilbert of 
‘Quincy, who had viewed the bédy on Sat- 
urday morning and allowed it to be sent 
to the home .of the child’s parents on 
.-Chickatawbut street, Neponset. He did 
not deem it necessary to~ hold an autopsy: 

He said death was due to drowning.
